ETTER ABMED 
With the approach of winter Los An 


„ geles faces its annual invasion of criminal 


bands from the East. but is better prepared, 


im some respects, than ever before. The per 


tial revision of the criminal laws accom- 
plished through the work of the Tuller 
commission has put real weapons in tee 
hands of the authorities with which to re- 
pel the invasion. The police appear to be 


alert and ready to do their best to protect 


the city from the marauders. Special 
heavily armed squads with fast automobiies 
have been stationed at strategic points 
about the city, and their appearance at the 
scene of a crime within a minute or so after 
the report is received is promised by the 
heads of the department. 

Some bail-bond abuses undoubtedly have 
been done away with 6180, as a result of the 
grand jury investigation which still is un- 
der way, and it has been rendered more dif- 
ficult for criminals once caught to gain 
freedom again before trial. The ball situa- 
tion is far from cleared up yet, but profes- 
sional bondsmen are on their good behavior 
for the time being. lustances of ball for- 


ifeitures that do not forfeit, and failure of 


bonding companies to use their best efforts 
to produce the men they are responsible 
for, will be less numerous, at least for « 
few months. 

What remains is to use the new lawa with 
rigor, and this is the work of the prosecut- 
ing officers, the courts and the juries. A 
criminal now in Folsom boasted in a recent 
magazine article that by the judicious use 
of about $20,000—which, of course, he had 
gained by crime—he was able to get a long 
series of charges dismissed in Los Angeles 
county and might have gone scot free but 
for his arrest in Oakland on an old bank 
robbery charge. His unsupported word is 
obviously not sufficient ground for con- 
demning any public official here. But if any 
instance has occurred, the public is in no 
frame of mine to permit a recurrence. 

There must be no mawkishness about ap- 
plying the penalties the Legislature bas pro- 
vided for serious offenses. If the new laws 
are to be of any value they must be used to 
the limit, and punishment must be swift 
and sure. New York led the way, not only 
in enacting a more workable criminal code, 
but also by enforcing it, and is reaping the 
reward of a notable decrease in violent 
crime. California has followed part of the 
example, and the time for the Golden State 
to step up abreast of the Empire State is 
right now. Let us fill our prisons, and if 
necessary build new ones and il them. to 
serve notice that California is not a safe 
and pleasant spot for criminals to work in 
during the winter, and that past laxity is 
past.

There was & 
shortage of so many articles essen- 
tial to the life of the. people that 
heavy imports of these goods had 
to be made and as there was 90 
corresponding volume of exports 
with which to pay for these im- 
ports the balance went against 
Italy. The government found it 
impossible to balance the budget, 
with the result that the lira tell to 
a very low value. This meant low 
purchasing power, low wages and 
bad living conditions. 

In a wild attempt to remedy this, 
labor, which was apparently poor- 
ly led, engaged in strikes, thus 
further adding to the general con- 
fusion and further increasing the 
cost of living. Then came the wild- 
est folly of all, an attempt on the 
part of some of the more radical 
workers to take over industry 
somewhat along the lines of the 
soviets of Russia. This was the 
critical period. The lira continued 
to fall, the stoppage of production 
further increased the balance of 
trade against the country and this, 
with other contributing causes, 


stepped in, made himself a dicta- 
tor, declared the labor strikes were 
of Bolshevist origin, abolished all 
labor unions and forbade strikes. 
He immediately got the men back 
into the factories, started produc 


to buy, 
ficiently to enable Italy to pay, at 
least in part, for the essential raw 
materials and food stuffs which

But the 
syndicalists have proclaimed the 
failure of such a conception. For 
them the state must intervene in 
the economic -field, not only to 
bring about a fair systematization 
of interest between masters and 
men and to prevent strikes and 
lockouts, but chiefly in order to 
regulate and control production it- 
self, by imposing upon masters and 
men all sorts of obligations and 
limitations. The corporate state 
amalgamates companies, fixes 
pricces, wages, and hours of labor, 
determines the number of men that 
ought to be employed by this or 
that master, and, if necessary, 
takes upon itself the direct man- 
agement of the factories (Article 
IX of the Labor Charter). Both 
economically and politically ‘the 
state is everything; it absorbs ev- 
it does everything. It 
works through the syndicates 
formed. organized and disciplined 
by itself.” 

What, in fact, has Mussolini 
done, what is he doing? He is a 
Socialist and has put the Fascist 
conception of the state into actual 
practice in Italy. The Italtan 
worker is not a citizen with rights 
guaranteed and protected by the 
state, but a producer directed and 
kept at work by the state. And 
the employer is in the same boat. 
He is not a capitalist in control of 
his own plant, which he is operat- 
ing with the idea of building up & 
competence for himself and his 
famjly, but a producer of riches for 
the state. He is not the master of 
his capital. The state says how | 
his capital shall be employed, dic- 
tates the rate of wages he must 
pay, limits the profits he may take 
and generally regulates matters 80 
that the owners are no longer the 
masters of their property, but the 
puppets of the state, subject to its 
every whim and theory. This con- 
dition is not merely academic. If 
at any time the Fascist government 
loses confidence in him, either as a 
producer or a loyal follower of 
Mussolini, his property may be con- 
fiscated and his life forfeited. 

Italy as a nation bas many acute 
problems. The most acute is an 
excess of population which must 
find an outlet either in colonies or 
in other countries willing to permit 
large numbers of Italians to enter, 
while still remaining Italian sub- 
jects (there is no such thing as 
Italian citizens under Mussolini's 
rule.) Mussolini openly declares 
thie need. Patriotism among the 
Fascists is so high that it amounts 
to fanaticism, so they are ready to 
follow their leader into war, when 
he gives the word.

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was periodic, tt now becomes chrosic. 
Where before the glands just seasonally 
became engorged and congested, they now 
become so chronically. 

Slowly the nature of the gland changes. 
It becomes fibrous, thickened, enlarged, 
and by the time middle age is arrived at, 
forty-five or fifty, we have the well deve 
oped, pronounced middle-age prostatitis, 

In its milder form the symptoms are not 
80 severe. There is some pain or distress 
with difficulty in urination. There is some 
pelvic congestion and discomfort. The sex- 
ual appetite is whetted, but the sexual abil- 
ity is materially reduced. 

The drain on the system, particularly on 
the nervous resources, is tremendous. This 
is one of several reasons why the mortality 
between forty and sixty is so dispropor- 
tionately great. 

The reduction of the vital powers by the 
continuous loss of thia important secretion 
predisposes the man to any acute conta- 
gious disease which may come his way. 


It is this ailment which takes from our 
midst some of the best citizens in the com- 
munity. 


If he succeeds in conquering the ailment 
between the ages of forty and fifty, and it 
most assuredly is conquerable, there is no 
reason why he cannot go on, free from 
trouble, to a ripe old age. 

However, he has many problems to solve. 
If the disease advances and becomes more 
serious, painful, slow, difficult urination 
usually constitutes one of the most difficult 
phenomenan of this disease. 

In the advanced stages natural urination 
is sometimes almost impossible. Many pa- 
tients are compelled to resort to a catheter 
two or three times during the day. 

The retention of the urine in the bladder 
ultimately sets up an Irritation which, after 
a time, develops into ulceration. 

The pain and discomfort increase apace. 
The desire to discharge the urine is fre 
quent and urgent, yet the ability is very 
meager. Sometimes the strain is so severe 
as to rupture tiny capillaries and blood is 
present in the urine. Sometimes, again, 
the strain is evidenced on the rectal struc- 
tures and the characteristic symptoms of 
painful piles are felt. 


All m all, in its latter stages, the disease 
assumes a serious aspect which prostatic 
sufferers know all too well. " 

By this time the average patient is in 
such state of alarm that he resorts to al- 
most any measure to secure relief. When 
he sees blood in the urine, it is but one step 
for him to become thoroughly inoculated 
with the cancerophobia psychology. 

He consults the surgeon and, of course, 
the surgeon, specializing in selling surgery, 
recommends surgical excision. Sometimes 
his morbid fear of surgery leads him into 
practices almost as disastrous. 

He resorts to patent medicines with loud- 
voiced claims. He takes drugs of the most 
potent character. 
in suppressing the painful mature of the 
allment. Finally, however, be finds that 
the disease he thought cured has been 
merely suppressed. 

When he has thoroughly “gone the 
rounds — only then is he content to seek 
rational methods of healing this painful ac 
cumulation of his multifarious crimes 
against his body. He is then ready to listen 
to the saner methods of natural therapy. 

The first thing he needs to do is to get 
his system thoroughly cleaned out. This 
means no food—nothing but water for a 
period ranging from three to as much as 


ten days. Then the bowels must be irri ; 


gated at least once or twice a day until 
every particle of toxic material is removed. 
Warm applications should be applied over 
the abdomen two, three or four times per 
day until the acute pelvic congestion and 
pain are relieved. 

If urination is impossible or exceedingly 
dificult, or if considerable quantities of 
urine are retained in the bladder, there is 
no choice but catheterization. 

This should be done under the most thor 
ough and aseptic conditions. The catheter 
should always be boiled. It should be lubrt- 
cated, inserted slowly and carefully. 

If there is very much pain, the bladder 


should be filled several times with luke | 


warm water, permitting the water to run 
out practically as fast as it fis placed in the 
bladder. 

These bladder irrigations should be given 
once per day until the acute symptoms are 
gone. Then there should be rest, freedom

their classical presentation of Materia 
Medica, its serums, vaccines and so-called 
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“preventives,” yet, now and then, they put 
out pamphiets thoroughly pleasing and sane 
in nature. One that has recetved consider- 
able publicity is called “Dyskinesia” which 
is a stylishly scientific way of mentioning 
constipation. 

To take some parts of this pamphlet: 

“When food waste remains too long in the 
colon, it decays. One then experiences a 
depressing feeling occasioned perhaps by the 
absorption of the waste products into the 
blood. If the decay occurs too frequently, 
more serious affections may develop; colds, 
sick headaches, indigestion, dyspepsia, or 
chronic inflammation of the Intestines. And 
if the condition runs along for a few years, 
it may further the development of rheuma- 
tiem, disturbance of the gall-bladder, disease 
of the kidneys, and other diseases, frequent- 
ly associated with old age. In fact, constipa- 
tion is probably one of the important infiu- 
ences in making people old before their 
time. 

“Because the dangers arising from consti- 
pation are rather commonly known, the tak- 
ing of laxatives has become almost a na- 
tonal habit. This is to be regretted. For 
laxatives do not cure constipation. Their 
first effect is to relieve it; their final effect, 
to make the condition worse than it was. 

“Yet constipation can be cured. People 
can escape its immediate effects, and avold 
many of its attendant illnesses.” 

We could take hundreds of paragraphs 
from past issues of Care of the Body and 
have them almost word for word, at least 
thought for thought, alike. 

The theory of toxemia as being the under- 
lying cause of disease, the premise that 


what we eat determines the quality of our 


body, is rapidly being assimilated by the 
medical profession. 

The stand against ltaxatives has been 
taken by Care of the Body and maintained 
almost exclusively by, this department. Most 
other, health writers, medically controlled, 
still adjust their theories to the laxative 
habit. 

Take, for instance, the following part 
graph: 

“In bables and in lower animals, after a 
full meal has been taken, there is a reflex 
stimulation of the whole digestive tract, 
which is followed shortly by a normal im- 
pulse of the bowels to move. The habit is 
natural and, to some extent, is worth cult! 
vating. Some physicians insist upon three 
evacuations a day. But a thorough move- 
ment of the bowels after breakfast or after 
supper is likely to prove quite sufficient.” 

I have been ridiculed for insisting that 
children should have three bowel movements 
per day. It is popularly accepted that one Is 
quite sufficient. Yet, a study of animal life 
reveals that intake always equals outgo, 
both in number and usually in quantity. 

Now as concerns the diet for this disease, 
we have a few more gems to present: 

“Breakfast—Let the cereals for breakfast 
be ‘unrobbed.’ Eat whole wheat, yellow corn 
meal, oatmeal, or any cereal that contains 
all of its natural elements. Bran is some- 


times desirable, in moderation. One table- 
spoonful may solve the problem, although 0 contesent 


bran does not agree with everyone. At best, 
it merely replaces the bran that should not 
have been removed from our food. 

“Bread made from white flour contains no 
bran. For the sake of the bran and other 
valuable properties in the less refined flours, 
eat whole wheat bread, Graham bread, and 
bran bread. 

“On the whole, eat the foods that original- 
ly gave the.human race its physical vigor, 
and you will get all the vitamins, the sun- 
shine, and the fresh air which that food has 
absorbed during the days of its growth.” 

Ten years ago no orthodox journal would 
have dared to come out openly with such a 
statement except a fearless organ such as 
this department in The Times. Yet, today, 
80 great is popular education on this subject 
that a great institution like the Metropol 
tan Life Insurance Company dares to brave 
the wrath of the millers and graiftt dealers. 

Another gem: 

“The old phrase, ‘An apple a day keeps 
the doctor away,’ is good. Oranges have 
vitamin content; but apples, especially if 
the skin is eaten, furnish a greater amount 
of roughage. Other fruits, too, are good— 
cherries, grapes, apricots, peaches, prunes, 
and figs. Raisins sprinkled on cereals, make 
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a good combination. Some people, however 
find that fruit and cereal taken at one tim 
distfess the stomach. If you have that ex 
perience, try getting your bulk from one 
alone, either the fruit or the cereal. If you 
are fat, try the fruit; if you are thin, the 
cereal. Or use one, one day; the other, the 
next.

Two days’ further travel, this time in a 
motor car, brings one to the happy Valley of 
Kashmir, where the chenar trees of the 
Shalmar h sweep down to the lotus lake 
that me on the Jhelum River. 


Here is Srinagar, the city of the sun, the 
Mecca of the explorer and big-game huntc> 
“in the Western Himalayas. There, in A 
Kashmir garden, my wife and I pitched ont 
frst camp, while we made the necessary ar- 
rangements for our journey to the “End of 
the World,” and beyond. 

We did not plan to take the Yarkand route 
into the hinterland, but to trek up to Amar- 
nath, which is the venue, each August, of a 
great pligrimage, the attraction being «a 
weird, ice-bound cave, thirteen thousand feet 
above sea-level, called by the Hindas “The 
Ead of the World.” 

From there we intended to push on across 
the mountains and join our Yarkandi friends 
on the road to Leb, the western capital of 
Lamaism and the headquarters of the devil- 
dancers. 

At last all our arrangements were com- 
pleted, and we started on our journey. 

It was impossible for the coolies to remain 
with us in our laborious ascent of the Bai- 
ragi Ghat. The way leads through narrow 
tunnels, along which the pilgrim’ crawls 
slowly and painfully in the belief that his 
burden of sin will be swept away. We had 
to send the coolies by a detour over a glacier 
to the Amarnath ravine till we made a camp 
ing ground beyond the cave. 

A hundred and fifty feet high and the 
same distance wide, and deep-sunk in the 
mighty Amarnath peak, is the famous cave 
that forms the pilgrim’s Mecca. It is the 
reputed dwelling-piace of Shiva the De- 
stroyer, the manifestation of the deity being 
a frozen spring that bursts from the rock. 
It is a priestless shrine save at the pilgrim- 
age season, for the approaches are fast- 
frozen for six months in the year and no 
worshipers dwell anywhere near. 

In August, however, the melting waters 
of the spring spread a carpet of verdure at 
the cave mouth, and we found the edelweiss 
growing there. Above us towered a vast 
wall of rock, culminating in great seventeen

thousand -foot crags, ribbed with eternal 
snows that effectively bar further progress 
and enable one to understand how this sinis- 
ter spot got its name of the “End of the 
World.” The title is apt, indeed, for here 
both the pilgrim and the traveler must turn 
back. 

That afternoon we scaled the rocky wall 
that seals the ravine, only to find ourselves 
in a cul-de-sac, 


Path-finding was pure guesswork. Uncer- 
tain as to whether a way existed at all, we 
took the porters up a mountain spur in the 
hope of finding a path along the summit. We 
climbed steadily for about three hours up a 
terrific slope, following a goat-track that 
straggled up the precipitous mountain-face, 
the porters grumbling at every step, muttcr- 
ing among themselves that we were mad 0 
drag them through such dangers when, by 
retracing our steps, we should be assured 
of a safe return, we should be assured of a 
safe return.

We thought we had reached the limit of 
our worries when a coolie, making a false 
step, lost his foothold and went sliding down 
over the rocks.

Our shikari was the first to reach the top, 
and once there he gave a cry of dismay, for 
he found himséls overlooking the mountain 
range we had crossed in the morning. There 
was no possibility of making any further 
progress; ahead lay nothing but a shingly, 
dangerous, knife-edged crest. 


Thereupon we gave the order to retire. 
Darkness was falling fast, and our coolies 
had lost confidence—and no wonder, for halt 
of them were bieeding from falls and 
scratches, 


We got the tents pitched somehow and 
collected enough fuel for one tiny fire. 
around which we sat to discuss the situa- 
tion. There was nothing for it, we decided, 
but to divide our party and travel as lightly 
as possible. The majority of the porters ab- 
solutely refused to continue any farther on 
what they considered a hare-brained expedi- 
tion. 

However, at dawn next day, when they 
realized our determination to push on with- 
out them if necessary, and no doubt fearing 
to lose the pay due to them, they agreed to 
retrace their steps, attempt a pass lower

wait in Kashmir territory for instructions. 
Though the route they offered to take was 
officially impassable, there was nothing for 
it but to let them try, and accordingly we 
sent them off under our Poonch servant, Mo- 
hamad Hussain, keeping with us only three 
sturdy volunteers. These we loaded with 
blankets, the upper fly of a small tent, and a 
stock of provisions. 


The weather looked threatening, heavy 
clouds massing overhead around a tent- 
shaped peak that commanded the cul de sac 
that we had determined to attack. For 
two hours we climbed over snow-bridzes and 
moraines, melting snow and sliding shingle. 
till we reached a precipitous col below the 
peak. 

Here a waterfall descended a natural boul- 
der staircase, and this we decided to scale, 
but our coolies preferred to attack its flanks 
up a mountain wall that offered a gradual 
though more circuitous ascent. This sepe- 
ration was unfortunate, for, owing to the 
interposition of a ridge, we lost sight of 
them and our provisions till the evening. 

We climbed steadily for some time, seck- 
ing footholds in the fissufs, and dragging 
ourselves from rock to rock, often swept by 


showers of icy spray. After half an hour of 


really hard work we neared the top—only to 
find further ascent impossible! 

The fall looked easy from the bottom, Sut 
narrowed to a mere cleft in the rock, be- 
tween the sheer faces of which the water 
burst forth in am angry torrent that we could 
not face. There was nothing for it but to 
turn aside and scale the loose, shingly crest 
of the cliff. 

Somehow we did it, though one false move 
would have meant instant death on the bou' 
der-strewn moraine far below. Finally we 
reached the cliff-edge and hauled ourselves 
over it into an outcrop of bright green rocke, 
exposed by recent thaws.” From the valley 
below these boulders had appeared like a 
grassy meadow. 
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Picking our way carefully, testing ihe ice 
continually with our alpenstocks, we started 
across a glacier slope under the shadow of 
the peak, which we now judged to de close 
on eighteen thousand feet high. The slope 
ended at a ridge, where we halted and de- 
bated as to the route. 


My wife was all for turning off sharply to 
the right and following the peak in an east- 
erly direction, but fortunately I managed to 
persuade her that my reasons for going in 
the opposite direction were adequate. Had 
I not done so, we should have lost our lives, 
for the eastern route led into the Wardwan, 
a wild district only visited occasionally by 
big-game hunters, where we should have 
been completely lost. 

Crossing the ridge, a magnificent sight 
met our eyes. From where we stood, on the 
rise of a snowy peak, a vast icefield swept 
away till at last it cascaded in a forest of 
glittering pinnacles over a mighty precipice. 

Far below, in the “distance, was the 
“snout” of the glacier, from beneath which a 
silvery dand of water flowed out along a 
wide, grassy ravine. Hemmed in as we were 
by the huge, snow-capped mountains, show 
ing no sign of life or vegetation, that green 
valley was a welcome discovery, promising 
a snug camping ground at nightfall. 


The valley appeared so distant that it 
seemed unlikely we could reach it before 
darkness fell. Moreover, we presently found 
ourselves cut off from approaching it by the 
sudden descent of the glacier in a wall of 
polished ice about a hundred feet in depth, 
with an almost vertical slope to the ice-field 
below. This barrier stretched from end to 
end of the ridge on which we stood, a dis- 
tance of almost a mile. 


Things looked serious. The cold was la- 
tense, the wind keen, and a blizzard that 
had started to rage just behind us was al. 
ready covering the tops of the peaks with a 
new layer of snow. It did not take us long 
to make up our minds that there was noth- 
ing for it but to push straight on, ctissade 
down the fce-wall, and risk the conse- 
quences. 

With my heart in my mouth, I sat down 
on the verge.

Care of a Lawn — 


Here in California, not only the making 
but the maintaining of a lawn is a serious 
matter.

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Farmer Must Look to Himself for Help

NE benefit that the American farmer 
may derive from the present economic 
depression in his business is in the 
spreading of the knowledge that farming is 
not after all the one ocupation at which 
anyone can succeed with an ordinary 
amount of application. There have been 
other depressions, but they have been of a 
more general effect with nearly all lines of 
business suffering alike and with no espe- 
tial attention centered on the plight of the 
farmer. In fact, during previous depres- 
ns, while it has been conceded that the 
agriculturist has suffered, his lot has been 
regarded as an easy one compared with that 
of some others in the industries. In hard 
times periods of the past many wage work- 
ers have suddenly found themselves out of 
employment and in 1907, to cite a slump pe- 
riod that is well remembered, there were 
those in the skilled trades, as well as in 
clerical positions, who looked with envy up- 
on the farmer, as being engaged in an oc- 
cupation in which one could at least feel 
secure against actual want. 


It was during the depression of 1907 that 
the “back to the farm” movement ‘took its 
greatest impetus. At that time many of 
the reclamation projects were started, and 
a wide interest wat aroused in scientific ag- 
riculture. The farmer had suffered little, 
compared with the city dweller, and we be- 


gan to hear a lot about the advantages of . 


getting “back to the land,” 


Today, what depression there is in the 
country is confined principally to those who 
are engaged in agriculture, Other lines of 
business have generally remained in a sat- 
isfactory condition and for that reason wide 
publicity has been given to the problems of 
rural life. Some writers on economic con- 
ditions have even gone so far as to proclaim 
that prosperity in general is not dependent 
on the prosperity of the farmer. Without 
attempting here to analyze this contention, 
I would point out that this is the first time 
a depression in agriculture has been brought 
to the attention of the general public. The 
result is that Instead of a back-to-the-farm 
movement a movement from the farms to 
the cities has been stimulated. 


Much is being written these days about 
the high cost of production, as if that were 
the underlying cause of the farmer's trou- 
ble. The farmer, however, has kept right on 
producing, notwithstanding the fact that the 
prices of what he has to sell have not kept 
pace with prices of things he has to buy. 
He is told to look to the manufacturer and 
observe how the latter is lowering the cost 
of production. He is told that he has been 
unprogressive, that he is foolishly trying to 
carry on his business with the same crude 
methods that his grandfather employed, 
half a century ago. In short, it is intimated 
that the farmer must reduce the cost of 
production of his crops until the price at 
which he has to sell will leave him a margin 
of profit. 


While it may be true that changes in 
farm methods have been less revolutionary 
than those in some other lines of business, 
the farmer has progressed in this respect 
about as rapidly as the nature of his occupa- 
tion has permitted. He has even been vi- 
sionary to the point of grasping impractical 
ideas that have been held out to him. For 
example, he purchased the tractor long be- 
fore it was really perfected to its present 
degree of usefulness and, in the name of 
progress, he has lent a willing ear to many 
schemes. The truth is that the farmer has 
been expected to accomplish the impossible. 
The cost of production has, of course, in- 
creased—something that has been entirely 
beyond his control, and it is certainly not 
his fault that the price of labor has gone 
up. It is not his fault either that freight 
and express rates have been raised, that 
cold storage rates are higher than they 
were before the war, and that he has to pay 
more for fertilizers, as well as for all kinds 
of farm implements. The fact remains that 
what he has had to sell has not gone up in 
the same proportion. 


The farmer can not be expected to com 
trol the prices of what he has to purchase, 
in tact, it is not desirable that he sheuld.

inexorable, and neither the farmer nor any- 
one else can set it aside. 

Here ie where the American farmer has 
been standing in his own light. He has lis- 
tened to all proposed remedies, except the 
true one, for his difficulties. He is told to 
co-operate, but what co-operation has been 
launched has resulted in the end only in in- 
creased production. 

By all means farmers should co-operate, 
but any plan for co-operation that makes no 
effort at control of production is economl- 
cally unsound. Go into any farming com- 
munity in California, or other States, where 
a co-operative organization for any particu- 
lar product has been launched, and a stim- 
ulated activity in production of that product 
will be found to have been the inevitable 
consequence. Other influences, too, will be 
found working toward the same result. The 
various States have given every possible 
aid to farming through agricultural colleges 
and farm advisers, but it has largely had to 
do with methods designed to increase crop 
yield. Little has been heard from any 
source about controlling production. The 
mere suggestion has been a tender subject 
to dwell upon. 

It would seem sometimes that the non- 
farming population of the country acutally 
cherished a dream of somehow being able to 
obtain food almost for the taking. No one 
appears to object to paying reasonable

ENTURA.—Chroniclers of Southern Cal- 
V itornia’s agricultural and industrial 

progress may well describe the four- 
teenth annual Ventura county fair, held Sep- 
tember 14 to 18, as the most successful in 
the history of that event. From the main en- 
trance to Seaside Park, on through the 
mammoth tents housing the live stock, poul- 
try, horticultural, community, homecraft 
and industrial exhibits, to the farthermost 
honky-tonk on the Midway and the last 
plunge of the rodeo bronc, the splendid 
showmanship of Secretary W. W. Van Pelt 
and his corps of superintendents was vivid 
ly exemplified. 

All of the credit for an outstanding show, 
however, cannot go to the fair management, 
for Ventura county is the natural setting 
for such an exhibition. Fruits and vegeta- 
bles in myriad display, including every 
known variety from native fruits to rare 
subtropicals, adorned the main tent. Lem- 
ons, oranges and grapes predominated in 
the fruit displays, but there were plums, 
peaches, prunes, melons, pomegranates and 
whatnot, to say nothing of a great display 
of avocados topped off by a large bunch 
of Ventura county 


In the community exhibits Oxnard was 
awarded first honors in the hottest kind of 
competition. This exhibit, designed by 
Jack Miller, secretary of the Oxnard Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and depicting the varied 
products of the community from the Geld to 


the product finished for markets in Oxnard 
industrial plants, not only won first prize, 
but was awarded the fair cup as the out- 
standing exhibit of the show. The commaun- 
ity displays were entered in two groups, 
with other prizes in Class A being awarded 
as follows: second, Santa Paula; third, 
Mound; and fourth, Ventura.

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prices for automobiles. Little or no protest 
is heard when a raise in the price of gaso- 
line is suggested. Moving picture and oth- 
er theater rates are fixed without any pro- 
tests from patrons. But let there be even 
a hint of an increase in the price of staple 
foods and protests arise from all sides. And 
it would all seem to come about from the 
fact that there is such an unlimited acreage 
under cultivation to about everything that 
grows that the farmer is somehow expected 
to take what he can get in a mad scramble 
to sell. 
UP TO THE GROWER 


The farmer can expect no relief from his 
present condition until he looks to himself 
for a remedy. He is told that overproduc- 
tion is not the cause of his trouble—that, 
in fact, there is no such thing. Many fam- 
ilies in the cities, he is informed, are un- 
able to purchase his product because prices 
are too high. There may be some truth in 
this assertion, but it is equally true that 
there are innumerable city folk who do aot 
feel that they are properly clothed and 
housed. The shoe manufacturer does not 
feel called upon to manufacture shoes at 
a loss, in order to enable everybody to have 
what they consider proper footwear. There 
always have been, and perhaps for many 
years will be people who are not able to 
take care of themselves, but this is a prob- 
lem for society at large, and not alone for 
the farmer. 


No has been quoted more widcly 
about the benefits of low prices than Henry 
Ford. True, he has produced a machifie 
that has been within reach of about every- 
body, but that he has not manufactured it 
at a loss, is evidenced by the great fortune 
he has accumulated. Where his business 
methods differ from those of the farmer is 
that he has not manufactured more cars 
than he could find a market for. If Mr. 
Ford had forced production te such an ex- 
tent as to be obliged to throw every third 
ear into the scrap heap, it is not likely his 
success would have been so phenomenal. 


There is at least one aspect in the occupa- 
tion of farming wherein it differs from all 
others. The farmer is engaged, principally. 
in the production of foods, and the consump- 
tion of food cannot be stimulated by adver- 
tising. I am speaking of course in a general 
sense. The demand for certatn products and 
for some of the manufactured foods has been 
increased by this means, but such campaigns 
do not affect consumption at large. The slo- 
gan “eat more bread” or “eat more fruit” 
could, at the most, result in an increased 
consumption of one article of food with a 
corresponding reduction of that of another. 
Doctors and so-called health experts have 
about convinced us, so far as that goes, that 
we eat too much anyway. 


THEY WENT APPLE CRAZY 


On the Pacific Coast no branch of farming 
has suffered more since the beginning of the 
present depression, than the apple industry. 
Commercial apple growing in the Far West 
is of comparatively recent origin. At about 
the be of the present century, apple 
growers in Washington and Oregon were 
prosperous. True, they never made such 
fabulous profits on their fruit as the public 
was led to believe. Most of the growers felt 
that they could make more by disposing of 
their erchards, at good prices, than by re- 
maining in the business of growing, and with 
that in view, they started advertising cam- 
paigns, picturing a quick and easy road to 
wealth. Boom literature was broadcasted 
with no little skill. Im the Eastern States 
apple growing, at that time, was at a low 
ebb. The family orchard was all but a 
thing of the past. The codling moth, and 
other pests, had infested the small orchards 
quite as much as in the regular apple dis- 
tricts, and the farmers, not understanding 
how to combat them, had all but let their 
orchards go by default. 

Suddenly advertisements appeared in their 
local papers, and in addition they received 
boom stuff, pointing out with what ease for- 
tunes were being made growing apples in 
the Northwest. Of course the broadcasting 
of this literature was to induce as many of 
the eastern farmers, as could do so, to dis- 
pose of their farms and invest in orchards in 
the West. But appeals were also made to 
those engaged in other occupations who 
were looking for an easier and more con- 
genial way of making a living. 

It was estimated that not more than 20 
per cent of those who contributed to the cost 
of the advertising campaign actually sold 
their orchards at high prices: the other 80 
per cent either disposed of them at a loss,

Many eastern farmers made special trips 
to the Northwest, but after mature delibera- 
tion, concluded, that instead of buying or- 
chards for the high prices asked by the 
western growers, they could produce fruit on 
their own farms at much less expense. The 
consequenc was that the family orchards 
“back home“ were cleaned up. The farmers 
took pains to inform themselves on how to 
control the pests that had been ruining their 
crops. New orchards were planted on land 
that had been utilized exclusively in the 
growing of grain and livestock. Of those 
who migrated to the Northwest, in response 
to the boom literature that had been sent 
them, comparatively few actually purchased 
the high-priced orchards that had been ad- 
vertised. Instead, they bought raw land 
from the real estate promoters, and planted

CALIFORNIA CAUGHT THE CRAZE 
Over-production soon resulted. For several 
years a large percentage of the fruit grown 
in nearly all the Western States was never 
shipped from the orchards, while what was 
actually picked and forwarded to jobbers 
brought such meagre returns that it caused 
nothing. but heartache to the growers. 


If only dirt farmers had fallen victims to 
those advertising campaigns, the results 
would have been less disastrous. I believe 
I do not exaggerate when I say that half the 
apple acreage in the California districts was 
planted by nonresidents, most of whom 
knew nothing about horticulture. Many of 
them were persons engaged tn other callings 
who, up to the time the young trees came 
into bearing continued to part with their 
savings for the care of their orchards. Their 
disappointment came when the orchards be- 
gan to yield and when they had to pay not 
only for the care of the trees, but for that of 
the fruit, only to find that the returns sel- 
dom amounted to more than the cost of mar- 
keting. Yet, year after year this practice of 
throwing good money after bad Was con- 
tinued, always with the hope that there 
would be a turn of fortune. What was hap- 
pening in California districts was no doubt 
happening in other States. Those orchards, 
profiting nobody, by producing fruit, w 
helping to glut the market. What industry 
could long survive in which production is be- 
ing stimulated, and even forced, with capital 
from which there is not even a prospect of a 
return of either principal or interest? 


I am citing apples because I am most 
familiar with that branch of the fruit-crow- 
ing. industry. The apple, believe me, isn't 
the only thing that’s been overdone as to 
production! 

WHO'S TO BLAME? 


The American farmer has the unhappy 
faculty of trying to shift the responsibility 
of his own misfortune upon the shoulders of 
others. In the matter of boom literature, he 
tries to blame the real estate promoters, 
when the real facts are that where a boom is 
launched, farmers may almost always be 
found working hand in hand with them. This 
is especially true of rural chambers of com- 
merce, and it is true of some of the so- 
called “co-operative” organizations. I could 
even point out instances where individual 
growers have inserted paid advertisements 
in their local papers, telling in glowing 
terms of great profits on @ certain crop of 
fruit. What is of the greatest moment, how- 
ever, is that growers have made no vigorous 
protests against inflated claims made by pro- 
moters which could only result in the plant- 
ing of still more acres of crops as Hke as 
not already over done. 

Just as the farmer is prone to blame 
others for the condition in which he finds 
himself, he is given to looking to others for 
a remedy. No industry has ever thrived 
where those engaged in it have not given it 
their best thought, and have not sought to 
protect themselves against tthe encroach- 
ments of others, If it were a question of ad- 
vice, the farmer would be rolling in wealth, 
for no other people has been counseled and 
instructed more extensively. Some of it 
comes from farm advisers who, being gradu- 
ates of the agricultural colleges, seem to 
concern themselves mainly with the question 
of increasing production. Much of it orig! 
nates in the minds of people who mean well 
enough, but whose knowledge of farming is 
superficial, to say the least. Political op- 
portunists are always bursting with it. 

While it is desirable that the cost of pro- 
duction be brought to the lowest possible 
point, it would be well for the farmer to in- 
form himself as to who would be the bene- 
ficiary. It certainly can't be himself so long 
as he produces more than the public can 
consume. 

I will again cite apples as an example. 
Ever since that “return to normalcy,” follow- 
ing the war, more apples have been pro- 
duced than were needed. The consequence 
is that the consuming public pays only the 
cost of distribution. The grower is not a 
factor in the apple game at all He pro- 
duces the goods, and through commission 
merchants and co-operative organizations, 
forces them on the market, whether they are 
needed or not. Ruinous prices naturally fol- 
low, and dealers to whom apples are con- 
signed consider themselves fortunate when 
they realize enough to cover the cost of dis- 
tribution. 


THE CONSUMER'S SIDE 


Right here a word of caution to those who 
are laboring under the delusion that nothing 
but lack of progress and enterprise, on ‘the 
part of the grower, stands m the way of 
their obtaining their fruit for the asking. 
The grower has in the past, and perhaps will 
in the future, be a patient burden bearer. He 
has produced irrespective of compensation. 
What the consumer has paid for his fruit 
has gone to the distributer, and I am not 
contending that the latter has, in all in- 
stances, received more for his services than 
he was entitied to. With the high cost of 
both labor and material the cost of distribu- 
tion is necessarily high, and those engaged 
in it can not be expected to work without re- 
ward. It would not necessarily follow, how- 
ever, that with the curtailing of production 
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te nae whet can Be coueumed 
Would ratee prices to the consumer. 

Under the present stem of overpréduc- 
tion too much results in waste. both in grow- 
ing and distr™uting. That whieh ts sever 
shipped from the ranches costs the grower 
as much, in the course of production, as that 
which ultimately reaches the consumer, and, 
in the final reckoning, increases the cost of 
production. Likewise, the portion that is 
forced on the market, and then allowéd to 
become waste, adds to the cost of distribu- 
tion of what is actually consumed. 


There are other factors in an oversupply 
that add to the cost of distribution. Every 
commission merchant or manager of a co- 
operative agency, desiring that the fruit in 
his particular charge should be sold, will 
add to his selling force many peddlers and 
solicitors, something that would not be 
necéssary were there not a large oversupply. 
Yet, despite all efforts to force the oversup- 
ply on the consumers through house to 
house efforts the increase in the consump- 
tion of apples, for example, has not kept 
pace with the increase in population. 


Admitting that curtailment of production 
would reseit in a ali ipérease in cost to 
the consumer, I fail to sée why this should 
be held as an argument against curtailment. 
Something like regulation of production 
helps keep other lines of business on a sound 
financial basis, and the fruit grower would 
only be following in the footsteps of others. 
The consumer should pay the cost of pro- 


duction, for if not the consumer, who 
should? 
Experience has shown that, generally 


speaking, the public is inclined to be fair. 
It is for the farmer to spread the informa- 
tion that with ruinous low prices it is he, 
and not the distributor, who is being de- 
prived of a reasonable reward for his indus- 
try. But admitting that it is the middle- 
man who stands in the way of the farmer's 
being legitimately rewarded for his industry, 
as the latter often insinuates, how else can 
the grower ever hope to protect himself 
except by keeping production within proper 
bounds? The practice of consigning his 
crops, whether to commission merchants or 
other distributing agencies, is admittedly a 
curse of his business. But there is no other 
reason why he should not dispose of bis 
crops on a cash basis except the fear of over 
supply, on the part of dealers. Jobbers can 
not be expected to pay cash for a product 
unless there exists a reasonable certainty 
for a market. 

It has deen held that it would be impos- 
sible for the farmer to regulate production. 
The reason this conclusion should not be ac- 
cepted as final fs because it has never been 
really tried. The difficulty of such a task 
must be admitted, but many obstacles: have 
been overcome in this world’s progress, and 
the farmer should not admit defeat without 
making the effort. First of all, he must look 
to himself, and a general recognition that 
the law of supply and demand is still a live 
factor in business will serve as a basis for a 
Start.

Shatter Wins Honor 
Bakersfield Show 


BAKERSFIELD.—A new $40,000 indus- 
trial and agricultural hall, the first unit- of 
permanent buildings to be erected at the 
fair grounds, provided an excellent setting 
for the annual Kern county fair held here 
during the week of September 13 to 18. It 
réquired several large tents in addition to 
the huge building, however, to house the 
elaborate exhibits sent in from fertile lower 
San Joaquin Valley communities. The ag- 
ricultural and horticultural displays this 
year were proclaimed the best ever seen in 
Kern county, both in point of design and 
variety of products exhibited. 

In community exhibits the Shafter Farm 
Center won first honors over twelve com- 
petitors by taking 987 points out of a possi- 
ble 1200, just three points more than were 
placed to the credit of the Arvin Farm 
Center, winner of the second prize. The 
Magunden community won third prize with 
968 points, while Wasco, Kern Delta and 
Rio Bravo farm centers followed in close 
order. McFarland, Delano, Weed Patch, 
Pond, Tehachapi and Rosedale were the oth- 
er exhibitors in this class. “In my experi- 
ence in judging community displays, I have 
seen few exhibits to equal this year’s Kern 
county leaders,” said Fred Roullard of 
Fresno, one of the fair judges. Judging of 
the main exhibits was by points, twelve men 
passing on the community displays with 
W. J. Norton, of the College of Agriculture, 
giving, instructions and keeping tab. 

The Shafter exhibit, designed from a 
prize-winning suggestion made by Mrs. J. B. 
Engle of Shafter, was one of the most elab- 
orate ever displayed at this fair. As a back- 
ground for the display, a mammoth peacock 
was formed. The tall was given a brilliant 
and colorful effect by the use of grapes of 
various varieties, while the body of the bird 
was made up of dried raisins and figs. About 
the peacock were grouped the products of 
the district in baskets carved from large 
pumpkins. At each side were fountains 
containing gold fish. The fountains and 
a fence inclosing the display were made 
from potatoes imbedded in plaster-paris aft- 
er a design resembling cobblestones. 

An interesting touch was given to the ag- 
ricultural and horticultural show room by 
the inclusion of a number of district school 
These exhibits 
showed the work being done in various dis- 
tricts, and included specimens of work done 
in kindergarten, art, domestic science and 
manual training classes. One booth was 
designed to represent the interior of 3 
country school room, with the teacher and 
a score of pupils going through the regular 
routine. 

While community exhibits and displays 
of farm products predominated in the Kern 
county show, the live stock and poultry 
departments were well filled. More than 
300 individuals were shown in standard 
poultry classes, and nearly 500 birds were 
shown in the pigeon section.

Land that was 
in crop this season, will be plowed under 
when fall rains come and will remain idle 
until next fall. But very little alfalfa is

He has summer fallowed 1000 acres for 
planting this fall. 


Dad Stewart is an institution in the 
Beaumont-Banning district. He introduced 
the first harvesting machinery into the Pass 
district, and for years harvested and 
threshed the entire grain output of this 
area. He built the first hay barn in Ban- 
ning, and plowed and seeded to grain the 
land where the city of Banning now stands. 


Alfalfa Hay Must Have 
Right Complexion 


CHINO.—For the alfalfa farmer, haying 
time comes fairly often. The third cutting 
had just been made in the Chino district 
when this was written and where the al- 
falfa had had enough water the crop was 
very heavy and the hay of fine quality. 
Well-watered alfalfa cut about two tons to 
the acre. 

In order to get the finest hay, which is 
always demanded, the alfalfa must be 
green, in full leaf, and must not be too 
coarse. Therefore, while it is still growing 
and tender, and before it begins to bilos- 
som , the crop is cut. Every precaution is 
taken to save leaves. The hay is dry when 
baled, and all the leaves are still on the 
stalks. To secure this résult, the usual 
practice is to cut the hay one day and the 
next morning, while still damp with dew, 
rake it into mounds. Here it is allowed to 
remain for several days, if necessary, until 
it is thoroughly dry. Then the baling be- 
gins. The balers start very early in the 
morning and stop work about the middle of 
the forenoon. The result is beautifully col 
ored hay, with the leaves on it, which 
brings a good price. 


Padres Still Teaching 
Indians to Farm 


By Frances Duncan 


At Banning, as not everyone knows, is a 
school where the padres of the order of St. 
Francis teach the Indians, very much as 
they taught them in the long ago, the home- 
ly arts of agriculture and husbandry along 
with ordinary school work, although the 
schooling is im accordance with the Call- 
fornia public school requirements, and the 
agriculture is up-to-date. 


For forty-nine years, St. Boniface’s school, 
high up in the hills of Banning has been 
carried along successfully. In its earlier 
days, Fr. Florian used to go on missionary 
trips and bring back with him to the school 
any forlorn or uncared-for Indian children. 
Most of the children are the descendants of 
Mission Indians of California, very few of 
them coming from Arizona or New Mexico. 
“Realizing.” says Father Justin, the padre 
who is in charge today, “that we whites now 
enjoy the beautiful and rich country which 
the Indians once possessed, we feel obliged 
to give to their children, at least the oppor- 
tunity of a good education.” The boys are 
taught farming, carpenter-work, the care of 
fruits and vegetables poultry-raising, dairy- 
ing. They make tiles for irrigation and the

whole irrigation system of the place has 
been put in by these Indian lads under the 
direction of Capt Donahue, who had charge 


of the school’s agricultural work. 


It takes a little longer at St. Boniface’s to 
complete the school work, for the institution 
is run on a part-time basis. A half-day for 
school work, a half-day for handicraft and 
out-of-door work is the plan. It is a division 
of training, by the way, which would suit 
many an active lad far better than our pres- 
ent insistence on the five or six-hour’ school- 
day, irrespective of whether the child's chief 
interest is academic. Also taking a little 
longer to complete the school work is far 
less discouraging than having to repeat a 
grade, which is often the lot of active chil- 
dren to whom the outdoors is more inter- 
esting than indoor work; nor does lengthen- 
ing the hours increase the interest. 

To rest “extent, the Banning school is 
self-supporting; \fruit and vegetables used 
are grown on the place, grain for the mules 
and cows and chickens. There are now 340 
apricot trees, 300 pears, 300 prunes, and 
some peaches. lu the culture of these B. 
French Gilman, an orchardist and a botanist 
of Banning, has assisted with advice at 
critical moments. “Alfalfa and barley are 
grown along with corn and many other 
crops. The students have been working of 
late on their new irrigation system, which 
will bring water to every part of the school
